Note: To achieve this r equi r ed dead weight at the 1 1 " ove r length, a test club 
with a light-weight steel shaft or a tour weight g r aphite(with the pr oper shaft fl e x) 
must be us e d. A standa r d weight steel shaft would produce a club which is too high 
in dead weight, and a standard weight g r a p hite shaft will r esult in too little total 
weight. The initial d e si r ed balance of this club is achieved by installing th e proper 
weight screws, if ne e d e d, to th e back of the test club head. 

He r e is where an existing favorite club's sp e cifications can be consider e d. 
For example, if the playe r has been playing clubs balanced on the head-heavy sid e 
(below the reference line on th e fitting cha r t) the test club can be setup with a slightly 
heavi er than normal head to help accommodate the existing leamed-swing action. 
Through further test hitting, this head weigh t can be varied slightly to achieve the 
best possible results for this player. A club with a Dalancc Index which plots above 
its r efe r ence line, while feeling lighter in the head, will tend to p r oduce a drawing or 
pulled ball flight th r ough less r esistance agains t the playe r . A head-h e avy Dalance 
Index will tend to pr oduce a fading o r pushed ball flight, and in b o th cases, on a 
di r ectly p r oportional basis.

It should be noted that there are at least two methods by which the Balance 
Index may be selected, with the first being the use of the player's favorite club as was 
stated above, and with the second being by using the grip strength of the individual 
golfer as has been described previously and which will be described in greater detail 
as follows. 
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
